WOMAN INDICTED 
AS PERIURER I 
PAYOFF INQUIRY 


Accused of Lying When 
She Denied Knowing 
Greenspan — Ar- 
rested at Home. 


Julia Louise Lester was in- 
dicted on a charge of perjury 
yesterday as a result of testi- 
mony she gave as a defense 
witness at a hearing on a mo- 
tion filed by Detective Capt. 
William Greenspan, accused of 
accepting bribes from brothel 
operators. 

The indictment agains the 
Lester woman, a 22-year-old 
Negro bar maid, was voted by 
the circuit court grand jury 
she was arrested shortly 
afterward at her home in the 
2900 block of Lawton boulevard 
by Police Inspector James F. 
Thompson and Detective Sgt. 
Robert Matteson 

Charged With Lying. 

She was charged with lying 
under oath when she testified 
in circuit court last February 
that she did not know Green- 
span and, to her knowledge, 
had never seen him 

Circuit Attorney Edward L 
Dowd said the grand jury heard 
three witnesses yesterday who 
previously had told his office 
of seeing the Lester woman 
with Greenspan in a drug store 
on Chouteau avenue in the fall 
of 1954. 

The witnesses were Detective 
Sgt. William Ferie, who had 
been Greenspan's driver; Grace 
Cavitt, a brothel operator, and 
James E. Davidson, operator of 
the drug store. 

Dowd said he was informed 
the Lester and Cavitt women 
got into Greenspan's police car, 
with Ferie driving, when it left 
the drug store. Grace Cavitt 
alighted at a bus stop and Julia 
Lester was taken to a hospital 
to visit Ethel Clift, another 
brothel operator, who was ill, 
Dowd said he was told 

Tells of Arrest, 


At the hearing on Green- 
span's motion, the Lester Wom- 
an told of being arrested last 
October in a house where she 
was working near Fort Leonard 
Wood and held for eight days 
by Dowd’'s investigators while 
she was questioned in the po- 
lice pay-off inquiry. 

She testified that Dowd's 
assistants tried to get her to 
make a statement concerning 
Greenspan—‘that I knew him 
and had been out with him.” 

Finally, she told the court, 
she eventually gave a statement 
in order to get out of jail. 

She then testified she did 
not know Greenspan and had 
never seen him. 

Although Davidson and the 
Cavitt woman were witnesses in 
the police pay-off inquiry, which 
resulted in indictments against 
Greenspan and two other police 
offices, there was no indication 
that Dowd was reopening the 
investigation

WASHINGTON, June .27— 
Secretary of State John Foster 
Dulles in a statement issued at 
his press conference today ap- 
pealed for the maintenance of 
unity and vigor in the free 
world in the face of what he 
indicated is a crisis of perplex- 
ity and indecision within the 
Communist world. 

Dulles in his statement went 
back to a boast made in the So- 
viet government newspaper Iz- 
vestia of 1950-claiming that new 
triumphs were ahead in enroll- 
ing nations in the Communist 
bloc. The Secretary said there 
had been no new triumphs and 
he gave this as one of the rea- 
sons for what he feels is a major 
dilemma of Communism since 
the death of Stalin and the ef 
fort to relax the “iron disci- 
pline” of the Stalin era 

Questioned after he had read 
his. statement for a battery of 
newsreel and television cam- 
eras, Dulles denied that the 
Soviet arms deal with Egypt 
was a triumph for Communism 
in the Middle East. He said 
that the result had not been 
to enroll any nation in the 
Communist bloc and he said in 
response to later questions 
that he felt the new Soviet 
foreign minister, Dmitri Shep- 
ilov, had achieved considerably 
less than he had hoped for in 
his swing through the Arab 
countries 

Doesn't Concede Setback. 

Nor would the Secretary con- 
cede that the result of the ele« 
tions in Iceland was a setback 
for the North Atlantie alliance 
and the free world. It was too 
early, he said, to appraise 
what would be the final out- 
come of the gains by Icelandic 
parties demanding the ousting 
of American troops now sta- 
tioned on an air base consid- 
ered vital to the western chain 
of defense 

He implied that negotiations 
through the North Atlantic 
- Treaty Organization might 
make it possible, as he stated 
yesterday to a congressional 
committee, to reduce the num- 
bers of troops on Iceland and 
still maintain the base 

“This is above all a time for 


the free nations to remain 
strong in their unity,” Dulles 
said in his statement. “If the 
free world countries should 


themselves lose the strength of 
unity, due to complacency, or 
because we are just plain tired 
of helping each other. then in- 
ternationa) Communism would 
gain hope of new victories 
which would help it to sur- 
mount its present trouble 

“The essential thing now. is 
to maintain, support vigorous!) 
and resourcefully adapt to new 
conditions, the basic policies of 
unity which are now beginning 
to pay off. Then we can face 
the future with fresh con- 
fidence.” 

Foreign Aid Plea. 

This was plainly a last-min- 
ute appeal for support of the 
full amount of $4,900,000,000

HOUSE PASSES TWINING TAKEN 


Certain Limits. 


WASHINGTON, June 27 (AP) 
~The House today passed and 
sent to the Senate a pension- 
boosting bill for World War I 
veterans. 

The politically-hot legislation 
was stripped at the last moment 
of increases proposed for serv- 
ice-disabled veterans and for 
veterans’ widows and depend- 
ents. 

Instead, the House approved 
a pension bill which would al- 
low a $90-a-month payments to 
World War I veterans at age 65 
if their incomes fall within cer- 
tain limits. 

The measure was passed in 
a parliamentary turmoil which 
saw the House once vote, 159- 
107. on a stading tally, to send 
the bill back to. committee 
This would have meant killing 
it for this Congress. But the 
standing vote was reversed on 
a formal roll call, and the 
House went on to pass the bill 

Under present law a veteran 
who is rated permanently and 
totally disabled can get $66.15 
a month, provided his other in- 
come is not more than $1400 a 
year, if single, or $2700 if he 
has depéndents. If he has been 
a pensioner for 10 years contin- 
uously or has reached age 65 
he can get $78.75 a month 

By a voice vote, the House 
agreed to raise these rates to 
$75 and $90 a month. 

All World War I veterans 
would be deemed permanently 
and totally disabled at age 65 
for pension purposes and thus 
eligible for the $90 a month 
if they come within the income 
limits.

Perfect Housewife Cooking Up 
Trouble, Home Economist Says

—The housekeeper who wants 
“everything just so” isn't nec- 
essarily a good manager, a spe- 
cialist in home management 
told the American Home Eco- 
nomics Association today. 

Mrs. Elizabeth Walbert Cran- 
dall, associate professor of 
home economics at the Uni- 
versity of Rhode Island, said 
“the perfectionist housekeeper 
may overtax her strength and 
antagonize her entire family by 
her desire for perfection,’ add- 
ing: “She is frequently a per- 
son who has lost sight of the 
forest for the trees. In man- 
agement today, the trend is to- 
ward rational and _ flexible 


standards rather than perfec- 


tionism.”

“I do not believe that war is 
inevitable Indeed, there is a 
chance that conditions may have 
so changed in the last year that 
our children may be able to 
avoid the horrors’ of another 
war 

“But they will not be able 
to avoid that danger if we begin 
in this bill to liquidate the mil- 
itary strength of the free world. 
We have so built and main- 
tained our. joint defenses that 
potential aggressors have been 
put on notice that Soviet ag- 
gression cannot lead to victory. 

“In good time we may be 
able to reduce the size of our 
military assistance program, 
but I doubt the wisdom of such 
a move this year.” 

The measure George asked 
the Senate to approve would 
authorize $600,000,000 more for 
military assistance abroad in

\ delegation of residents of 
St. Louis county, mainly from 
Kirkwood, Town and Country 
and Creve Coeur, had asked the 
commission last June 12 to 
move the proposed route about 
two miles further west, to a 
more sparsely populated area. 

Without specifying its rea- 
sons for adhering to its previ- 
ous decision, the commission 
said the general route of the 
18.6-mile western leg had been 
approved last year by the Fed- 
eral Bureau of Public Roads as 
an addition to the national in- 
ter-state system of highways 
and as one of the circumiteren- 
tial routes to be built in con- 
gested areas of the nation 

Intended eventually as a seg- 
ment of a loop highway. around 
the metropolitan area on both 
sides of the Mississippi river, 
the western leg route begins 
near U.S. Highway 66 in Hazel- 
wood, then goes south across 
the proposed Mark Twain and 
Daniel Boone Expressways to a 
connection with the proposed 
Ozark Expressway near the Sy|- 
van Beach bridge over the 
Meramec river. Estimated cost 
is $17,000,000,

Elbert L. Dunn, a druggist, 
was sentenced to three years in 
a penitentiary today by United 
States District Judge Roy W. 
Harper after Dunn pleaded 
guilty of violating the food and 
drug act and the narcotics act. 

Dunn, who operates a store 
at 2100 North Fourteenth 
street, lives at 6918 Greenway 
avenue, Beverly Hills. A li- 
censed pharmacist, he is a 1923 
graduate of the St. Louis Col- 
lege of Pharmacy. Sales on 
which the charges were based 
totaled $30 

They were made in March 
and April to John V. Ruga, 100 


North Broadway, at the drug 
store. Ruga has admitted re- 
selling the drugs to federal 


agents, they reported 

The sales Dunn made to Ruga 
without a prescription included 
two of benzedrine and one of 
penicillin. On each of these 
three counts, all misdemeanors, 
Judge Harper sentenced Dunn 
to a year in the penitentiary, 
the terms to run consecutively. 

In addition, Dunn pleaded 
guilty of making two sales of 
paregoric, a narcotic, and 
therefore a_ felony Judge 
Harper sentenced Dunn to 
three vears on each of these 
two charges but stipulated 
these terms were to run con- 
currently with each other and 
with the three one-year sen- 
tences. 

Dunn's attorney, Rudolph K. 
Schurr, asked that Judge Har- 
per grant probation in view of 
Dunn's lack of a record of pre- 
vious offenses. Harper refused, 
saying, “I presume he can read 


the labels.”

David Sarnoff Says U.S. Is 


‘Integrated Mosaic’ | 
} 


of Peoples. 


NEW YORK, June 28 (‘UP)}— 
Brig. Gen. David Sarnoff said 
today the United States is not 
and has never been a “melting 
pot” but has rather evolved as 
ah “integrated mosaic” of the 
peoples of the world, living in 
unity but not uniformity: 

Sarnoff. chairman of the board 
of the Radio Corporation of 
America, and himself an im- 
migrant from Russia at the age 
of 9, spoke at ceremonies at the 
Statue of Liberty celebrating 
the second national unity day 
of the American Museum of 
Immigration. 

Representatives of 36 nation- 
alities—including American In- 
dians whose ancestors are be- 
lieved to have come across the 
Bering Straits from Asia—took 
part in the ceremonies. The 
A.M.I. will conduct a _ nation- 
wide drive this fall for $5,000,- 
000 to build a museum of im- 
migration at the statue’s foot 
and finance a continuing nation- 
wide education program. 

“Whether his ancestors came 
to these shores on the May- 
flower or on a squalid steerage 
boat, an Amercian cannot be 
immune to an upwelling of 
pride and gratitude as he looks 
upon the Statue of Liberty,” 
Sarnoff said 

The adjustment of an immi- 
grant is not easy, he said, but 
in time leads to a real sense of 
“belonging.” And after that, 
Sarnoff said, an immigrant and 

is children often “rediscover 
elements of beauty and strength 
in the cultures of their foreign 
ancestors.” 

“Though they arrived here 
penniless, the generations of 
immigrants did not come empty- 
handed They brought with 
them great gifts—the brains 
and the brawn that are ce- 
mented into America’s high- 
ways and railways, skyscrapers 
and farmhouses, mines and fac- 
tories from shore toshore. They 
brought with them the hungers 
for’ human freedom, individual 
dignity and_ self-improvement 
that are the heart of the Amer- 
ican dream.” 

He said it was not inconsist- 
ent for good Americans to re- 
tain warm ties with the native 
lands of themselves or their an- 
cestors.—‘*That good Americans 
like the DuPonts still have a 
soft spot for things French, or 
that good Americans like the 
Skouras brothers have a special 
concern for helping the people 
of Greece, or that a good Ame! 
ican and great restaurateur in 
San Francisco named George 
Mardikian, helped to _ find 
homes for thousands of dis- 
placed Armenians after the last 
war.”

United States court of appeals

Brownlee dam. 


The Hell’s Canyon Associa- 
tion, advocating a federal 
project in the area, asked the 
court last week to stay the ef- 
fectiveness of a federal power 
commission license under which 
Idaho Power plans to build 
Brownlee and two other dams. 

The association asked that 
work be stopped until after the 
court rules on the validity of 
the license order, which is be- 
ing challenged. It said the con- 


struction would prejudice con-| 
gressional consideration of bills|a new two-year wage agree- | 


to authorize a federal Hell's 
Canyon dam. 


FPC Denied Request. 


Idaho Power attorneys said | fo9q cabinets, are demanding |

If a stay were granted, the 
company said, the public power 
groups should be “required 
forthwith to file a... bond 
with sureties acceptable to Ida- 
ho Power and to this court, in 
an amount of no less than $10,-

States Post Office Department and are the holders of post office mailing 
permits : 


“CONFIDENTIAL” is America's largest newsstand seller and is sold at air- 
ports, drug stores, military establishments, railroad stations, bus depots, 
department stores, etc. “Confidential” is distributed nationally by the 
Publishers Distributing Company, a concern which handles more than fifty 
other publications, including the popular, well-known "Ring Magazine,"

company has been doing business with Pierce Building News Company for 
more than twenty-five years. 


The Pierce Building News Company has always been mindful of its responsibilities to the community; and therefore we have never handled any publications unless 
they were national in character. And long before the indictments this company asked public officials for a list of magazines which they considered objectionable in 
order that we might take the matter up with those publishers concerned. This request was refused. In answer to our request for guidance, the city counselor's office 
told us in the presence of police officers that it was all right to handle and deliver any of the magazines in question to magazine dealers and newsstands.

A great injustice is being done. The wholesale arrest and indictment of the Molasky family and Morris Hoffman, based on our 
distribution of the above three national magazines, is wholly unjust, unfair, unwarranted and has all the earmarks of witch-burn- 
ing and censorship. The coupling of our name by inference with the peddlers of pornography or lewd and obscene literature is perse- 
cution of the vilest sort. It is guilt by association, an association which has not existed even remotely. Again we repeat, we do not now 
and never have dealt in smut, or pornography. We do not lend aid or assistance to anyone dealing in same and never shall. 


Every prominent national publisher is up in arms about this attack on the freedom of the press. There is a great deal of national 
concern over this attempt at censorship. In our distribution of these publications, we have the backing and full support of the 
entire vast national publishing and national distributing organizations whom we represent. 


Our name and the names of the officers of our firm have been unjustly besmirched, defamed, slandered, aspersed, maligned, 
calumniated and dragged in the mud.

It can now be re- 
vealed that British Prime Min- 
ister Sir Anthony Eden and 
Foreign Minister Selwyn Lloyd 
used the strongest tone possible 
in their discussion of the Mid- 
dle Eastern problem. They flat- 
ly accused the Russians of an 
intentional attack on an area of 
vital British interest. They 
warned they would fight to 
avoid losing the oil. Khrushchev 
and Bulganin only replied by 
hinting that they might agree 
to limitation of arms shipments 
to the Middle East if the Brit- 
ish would abandon the Baghdad 
pact—which they knew was ime 
possible.

Memo to the Freeholders 
Wo the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

To the St. Louis Charter Free- 
holders I suggest nine changes in 
the election of aldermen. 

1. Like freeholders, make alder- 
men unicameral. The present char- 
ter is decameral, diffusing legisla- 
tion among at least 10 legislative 
bodies in the city, according to the 
Griffenhagen survey. 

2. Like freeholders, elect all alder- 
men at one time. The Illinois Su- 
preme Court in a Montgomery-Ward 
case ruled that staggered elections 
frustrated voters’ effectiveness. 

3. Like freeholders, aldermen can- 
didates would get on the ballot by 
petition. This obviates the primary. 

4. Like freeholders, aldermen 
would run at large. This sets up 
epinion “districts,” chosen by voters 
rather than imposed by officials. 

5. Each ballot counts for only one 
eandidate. The highest 28 (or num- 
ber to be elected) are the Board of 
Aldermen. Congress in 1917 author- 
ized this method for some Puerto Ri- 
ean elections. 

6. The voter, instead of putting 

ene X on the ballot, marks his pref- 
erence among candidates by putting 
the number 1 before his first choice, 
2 before his second choice, etc. The 
ballot counts far only one candidate. 
After ballots are counted, the candi- 
date with the fewest first choices is 
declared defeated and his ballots 
are “transferred” to the continuing 
candidates on that ballot marked as 
the voter's next choice. Successively 
lowest candidates are thus defeated 
and their ballots transferred until 
28 (or number to be elected) candi- 
dates remain. 
7. On aldermanic issues each alder- 
Man casts as many votes or proxies 
as have been cast for him. The New 
York City Board of Apportionment 
has a graduated vote. 

8. Aldermanic salaries would be 

duated in proportion to the num- 

r of votes cast for each alderman. 

9. Periodically (every few months) 
during the term, a registered mail 
ballot listing aldermen is sent to a 
representative sampling of voters to 
obtain a revision of proxy voting 
strength and salary. This is a gradu- 
alist variation of the recall.

Good Roads Ahead 


The nation is about to gear up for the biggest 
public works project in its history. This is the 
33-billion-dollar federal road building program 
just passed by Congress. 

Two years of consideration, debate—and con- 
fusion—lie behind this huge program which 
dwarfs in cost any dam ever built, or even the 
WPA projects of the "30s. Even now there are 
misleading reports as to how much money.will be 
spent, and there is no certainty that it is enough. 

At the beginning of 1955 the President's Ad- 
visory Commission under Gen. Lucius D. Clay 
dramatized the country’s long-neglected highway 
needs with a report calling for expenditures of 
101 billions in 10 years. At one time last year 
Congress was considering three different road 
bills, each with different total figures. 

The present 33-billion-dollar measure may 
seem to be a scaled-down program, but it is not. 
The fact is that Congress and the Administra- 
tion have agreed for the most part on total 
federal highway spending 

Thus the original Clay Commission program 
included state and local road spending in its 
101 billions. Its proposal for federal expendi- 
tures was just about the same as is contem- 
plated in the new legislation. And the principal 
feature of nearly all recent highway bills has 
been a 40,000-mile interstate highway network 
to be paid for almost entirely by the Federal 
Government. 

These superhighways will link 90 per cent 
of all American cities with populations of 
50,000 or more and carry more than 14 per cent 
of all traffic. But nearly two-thirds of the 40,000 
miles will have to be built or completely re- 
built to meet modern standards of engineering 
and safety for our rapidly growing vehicular 
traffic. 

What is this going to cost the motorist and 
taxpayer? That is the question which delayed 
action until now. The Eisenhower Administra- 
tion proposed special road bonds to be issued 
outside the federal debt. Congress quickly dis- 
posed of that idea, but ran into trouble with a 
host of lobbyists when it tried to substitute a 
kind of pay-as you-ride plan of higher taxes 

Now Congress has agreed on raising the fed- 
eral gasoline tax from 2 cents a gallon to 3, 
and on adding taxes on trucks, busses, tires and 
recapping material. 

In sum, the average motorist will have to 
pay $8.83 more a year to get the new system of 
national superhighways and other road improve- 
ments. But it is also estimated that he will save 
about $20 a year in maintenance and insurance 
costs and plain time spent on better roads. 

By now few citizens would argue that this Is 
not a bargain. The public demand for better 
roads has been ahead of political action in pro- 
viding them. from the Aart. The remaining 
question, then, is whether the contemplated 
road program is big enough. 

Since World War II, when few highways were 
built, the nation's traffic has grown more than 
70 per cent. It may grow another 50 per cent 
in the next decade. The business and commerce 
flowing from our highways is estimated at far 


more each year than the cost of the federal 
road program for the next 13 years. 
The boom in the national economy, the lure 


of the automobile and the consequent growth 
in traffic all caught highway experts unpre- 
pared in the years after the war. For this rea- 
son Congress has added a good deal of flexibili- 
ty to its new highway plans. The primary road 
program and its costs, as well as the state-aid 
formula, will be reviewed after three years. 
Both the Administration and Congress can 
take satisfaction in the way the vast road pro- 
gram finally was developed from debate and 
compromise. But millions of motorists will get 
the most satisfaction from good roads ahead. A 
nation that moves on wheels needs those roads.

Before the Aldermen Quit 

Mayor Tucker is right in urging the St. Louis 
aldermen to extend their session beyond Friday. 
Several important pieces of legislation remain to 
be dealt with before the aldermen recess for the 
summer. Included in that category are bills 
essential to establishment. of two municipal 
parking garages in the downtown area. Each of 
the 28 aldermen receives $3600 in annual salary 
and expenses. Board President Gunn gets $5000. 
If Mr. Gunn and his colleagues are as inter- 
ested in enjoying good public relations as they 
say they are, they will buckle down and clean 
up all pending matters before going on vaca- 
tion. Passage of the parking measures ought to 
enjoy top priority.

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Hell's Canvon Bill Moves Up 


The controversial Hell's Canyon bill, which 
has had some hard sledding, has finally gotten 
through the House Interior Committee. With 
Senate Interior Committee approval having been 
voted last week, the bill providing fer a high 
federal dam on the Snake river between Oregon 
and Idaho now apparently has its best chance 
yet of passage. 

The House committee action is a resound- 
ing defeat for the five Republicans who last 
week resorted to unfair and obstructionist tactics 
to delay the bill. By walking out and thus break- 
ing a quorum they prevented a vote. Their action 
plainly showed they were willing to thwart the 
democratic principle of majority decision. 

This time, probably because their absence 
would not break a quorum, they did their duty 
and voted. The vote was 15 to 13 to report out 
a measure that is intended to prevent the give- 
away to private interests of the largest remain- 
ing waterpower site in the United States. 

The bill now goes te the House Rules Com- 
mittee. Chairman Howard K. Smith of Virginia,

who is opposed to the measure, concedes that 
it probably will be put on the calendar. That is 
good news. The bill deserves tobe brought be- 
fore both houses of Congress before the end of 
this session.

Here's Hoping 

The success of the two-party system in the 
United States depends on the existence of two 
parties which contest more or less evenly for 
the opportunity to serve the voters in public 
office. Since this is an obvious truth, it is good 
to know that the Republican party at last has 
made a start toward becoming a party again 
in Missouri. 

Elroy W. Bromwich, head of a St. Louis in- 
dustrial tool supply company, has succeeded 
A. D. (Bud) Welsh of Ladue as Republican na- 
tional committeeman for Missouri. This is the 
first break in the pitched battle between the 
Welsh camp, including Mrs. Estelle D. Tanner 
of Jefferson City, retiring national committee- 
woman, and the rival forces headed by State 
G.O.P. Committee Chairman Perry Compton of 
Montgomery City, and Barak T. Mattingly of St. 
Louis, former national committeeman. 

If the Republican party can now pull itself 
together and offer some serious resistance to 
Democratic domination of the state, Missouri 
will be the gainer. No party should ever be al- 
lowed to feel that it owns the offices it occupies. 
Yet in recent years, the Democrats have won 
the Governor's chair, the Legislature, both sen- 
atorships, all but two seats in the delegation to 
the national House of Representatives, the 
Mayor's office in St. Louis and all other elec- 
tive offices in the city excepting only a few 
minor offices. 

This was a measure in part of the weaknesses 
in the Republican ranks—the lack of appeal of 
G.O.P. candidates and the disgust of the voters 
at long, drawn-out wrangling. If Mr. Bromwich 
can pull the surviving elements of his party 
together, develop an attractive campaign and 
push the Democrats hard in the coming eljee 
tion, the people of Missouri will be the gainers, 
no matter which side wins at the polls.

Air Power Victory in the Senate 

By a vote of 48 to 40, the Senate has added 
approximately a billion dollars for planes and 
air bases to the defense appropriation bill. This 
is a victory for Senator Symington of Missouri, 
Jackson of Washington and others who have 
taken the position that the United States is 
endangering national defense by scrimping on 
funds for its Air Force. 

The vote is a vote of confidence in Gen. Curtis 
LeMay, chief of the Strategic Air Command, and 
Gen. Earl Partridge, chief of the Continental 
Air Defense Command, whose recent testimony 
on the nation's defense needs so impressed Con- 
gress. It also supports Gen.*Nathan Twining, 
the Air Force chief of staff who now is on an 
official visit to Soviet Russia where he is in- 
specting that country’s air force and also ex- 
changing remarks with Nikita Khrushchev, the 
Communist first secretary, concerning world 
armaments and peace. And it supports Trevor 
Gardner who resigned as an assistant secretary 
of the Air Force because he believed budgetary 
policy tied his hands. 

If this bill passes the House it will mean that 
the Air Force will have $16;500,000,000 in funds, 
or almost as much as Navy and Army combined. 
That is a lot of money but the evidence before 
Congress indicates that it is needed. Certainly 
it is far better to err on the side of too much 
insurance for peace instead of too little.

Reserve bank study shows how American people use right to move 
freely from job to job; Eighth District's population is growing 
more slowly than national average, partly because of migration 
to other areas; rural areas lose from declining farm employment. 


William H. Kester in the Monthly Review of the Federal Reserve Bank

One of our American heritages is 
the right to move freely from job to 
job and from place to place to improve 
our economic status. Long ago, the 
pioneer moved westward seeking better 
opportunity. 

More recently people have moved 
from the farm to the city to obtain 
greater income. “Pushed” by the drop 
of employment opportunities in face of 
a growing supply of labor on the farm 
and “pulled” by the new job openings 
and higher income in the towns and 
cities, workers have moved in vast num- 
bers. Today, much of the ceaseless 
flow of people within the nation results 
from the desire to obtain more income. 

In the Eighth District (composed of 
Arkansas, most of Missouri, southern 
Illinois and Indiana, western Kentucky 
and ‘Tennessee and northern Mississip- 
pi) agriculture bulks larger than in the 
nation. It is not surprising, then, with 
farm employment declining and non- 
farm employment increasing in the dis- 
trict only about as rapidiy as in the 
nation, that people have- migrated else- 
where. 


Not Down on the Farm 


For many years it has been apparent 
from the decennial censuses that this 
district has grown less rapidly than the 
nation. During the depressed ‘30s, 
when nonfarm employment stagnated 
and the off-farm migration slowed, the 
district population increased 6 per cent, 
while the national population rose 7 
per cent. During the ‘40s, when non- 
farm employment expanded under the 
influence of World War II and the post 
war boom, district population grew by 
3 per cent and national population by 
14 per cent. 

Official population data for the dis- 
trict since 1950 are not available: How- 
ever, estimates made by this bank and 
others indicate a continuation of the 
slower than national growth. 

The importance of migration on pop- 
ulation changes reflects the mobility of 
the American people. In the year

POPULATION GROWTH 


ended April 1955 some 10,000,000 per- 
sons in the United States, or one in 
every 15, moved to another county. 
About one half of these moved from 
one state to another. 

Historically, the persistence of out- 
migration has had a large cumulative 
effect on the population of district 
states. For the nation as a whole, 26 
per cent of the population in 1950 was 
living in states other than the state of 
birth. All districts except Illinois and 
Indiana had proportions of migration 
in excess of the 26 per cent. 

One of the main forces affecting mi- 
gration in the past 20 years has been 
the in farm employment. Di- 
minishing employment in agriculture 
reflects the increasing output per work- 
er without a corresponding gain in con- 
sumption of farm products. 

As a result of these changes in the 
demand for labor on the farm, the num- 
ber of persons living on farms in the 
United States declined by over 5,000,000 
between 1940 and 1955 to a total of 
about 22,000,000. 

With few exceptions, most of the non- 
metropolitan counties in the Eighth 


Louis 


Federal Reserve District experienced 
net out-migration from 1940 to 1950. 
Only 27 of the 363 counties in the 
Eighth Federal Reserve District attract- 
ed more migrants than they lost in 
that period and 11 of these were metro- 
politan counties. 

In general, the net out-migration was 
a larger proportion of the 1940 popula- 
tion for those counties having the low- 
est per capita income in 1939. In some 
Arkansas counties, the net out-migration 
in the decade amounted to nearly one 
half the 1940 population. 

From April 1950 to. December 1955 
births in the Eighth Federal Reserve 
District exceeded deaths by 924,000,

than into the district. As a result, dis- 
trict population increased from 10,473,- 
000 in April 1950 to an estimated i0,- 
785,000 at the close of 1955. 

The nonmetropolitan counties experi- 
enced a net loss of 708,000 persons by 
net out-migration, which more than off- 
set the natura! increase of 588,000. As 
a result, the population of the nonmet- 
ropolitan counties in the Eighth Feder- 
al Reserve District declined 2 per cent 
from 1950 to 1955. 

On the other hand, the metropolitan 
counties continued to grow in popula- 
tion. From 1950 to 1955 a natural in- 
crease of 336,000, plus a net in-migra- 
tion of 96,000 added 13 per cent to the 
population. From 1940 to 1950 these 
counties had net growth of 22 per cent. 


Flight to the Suburbs 


Since one of the main reasons people 
move is to,find better jobs, it is not 
surprising that the younger and less 
settled members of the labor force are 
more mobile than older persons. In 
the years from April 1954 to April 1955, 
40 per cent of those who moved to an- 
other county were between 18 and 34 
years of age. 

Another type of continuing popula- 
tion movement is the shift to the peri- 
pheral areas of the urban centers. 

For example, during the decade from 
1940 to 1950 the population of the cen- 
tral cities of the 168 metropolitan areas 
in the United States increased by only 
14 per cent, while the outlying parts 
rose by 35 per cent 

District metropolitan areas followed 
this same pattern. The City of St. 
Louis showed virtually no change in 
population from April 1950 to January 
1956 while the other parts of the metro- 
politan area increased by 26 per cent. 

The large out-migration from the dis- 
trict points to the opportunity as well 
as the need for greater industrial devel- 
opment. With both the tural and 
non-agricultural sectors of the economy 
continuing to become more efficient, 
new industrial plants to provide addi- 
tional job opportunities become neces- 
sary to retain the natural growth in the 
district's labor force and raise the stan- 
dard of living.

—to bring a new acceptance of 
responsibility and the spirit of co-oper- 
ation out of an unsocial situation 
marked by disordered personal rela- 
tions. Confinement or custodial care 
offers no hopeful solution for isolated, 
depressed, suspicious, resentful, appre- 
hensive or unproductive personalities. 


Mr. Gorman has spoken in St. Louis 
as executive director of the Nationa! 
Mental Health Committee, pointing out 
the deficiences of Missouri's handling 
of what begins to take the shape of an 
emergency, with more than half of all 
hospital beds occupied by mental pa- 
tients. He makes many points: the need 
for research into a branch of the heal 
ing art that stands today where general 
medicine stood before Pasteur; that 
discharges of cases as cured are direct- 
ly proportionate to the size of hospital 
staffs; that no legislature will author- 
ize the needed outlay unless pressed 
hard by popular understanding. In 
view of the fact that senile cases now 
fill 27 per cent of mental hospital ca- 
pacity, he advocates adult education 
programs to train people for adjust- 
ment to retirement and old age, when 
many suddenly find themselves jsolat- 
ed and without status. 

Maxwell Jones carries this approach 
to the problem of adjustment much far- 
ther in recounting advanced methods 
with social casualties of various kinds 
in England, where many thousands 
were salvaged—the product of broken 
homes, amputees, returned prisoners of 
war and others simply classified as un- 
employable. 

In these new hospitals the patients, 
doctors and nurses participate in gen- 
eral discussions of emotional problems 
and there is no effort to shut off 
thoughts of the outside world to which 
many will return. In weekly psycho- 
dramas patients present and analyze 
their situation and its causes. Work 
therapy endeavors to reproduce as far 
as possible the conditions which will 
be met on re-employment, and at the 
Same time to uncover latent abilities. 

This reliance on full communication 
instead of the traditional reticent im- 
personality of the doctor-nurse-patient 
tradition suggests that just as American 
treatment of mental disease was slow te 
adopt tranquillizing drugs and methods 
developed in other lands, so now is it 
behind in the social or community ef- 
fort to wash out tensions and cope with 
reality. PAUL GREER.

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NORTHWEST UTILITIES AND WATER

SEATTLE, June 27 (AP). 


HE PACIFIC NORTHWEST—long known for abundance 
T« water power—now is eyeing the atom even as it calls 
for more “bathtubs.” 

The region expects to grow industrially so much and so 
steadily that the time will come when nuclear 
energy will help meet the demand for electric 
power. 

That time won't be tomorrow or probably 
for many years. But the power companies are 
studying nuclear plants today—and also keep- 
ing an eye on the steady approach of the 
natural Bas pipeline from New Mexico. 

They struggle meantime with their peren- 
nial problems: public vs. private utilities: 
disputes with the fishing industry and sports 
fishermen who contend that power dams im- 


peril the salmon runs; criticism from nature 
lovers who fear loss of scenic and recreational attractions at 
dam sites, and the need for more giant “bathtubs” in which to 
store the spring runoffs. 


THE IMMEDIATE WORRY OF THE POWER COMPANIES 
now: will the water supply this fall be enough to meet the 
expectable peak power load in December, or must they turn to 
more expensive steam plants? If the water supply falls too low, 
aluminum and chemical plants will lose some of their cheap 
electrical energy for a time this fall. Part of the trouble will 
be from the delay, due to the Westinghouse Electric strike, in 
the scheduled installation of five generators at the new Chief 
Joseph dam on the Columbia river. Miller Evans, deputy 
director of operations and maintenance of the Bonneville Power 


Administration, hopes that “generation at Chief Joseph will be | 


back on schedule by next year.”

Bursts Into Flame Just 


After Takeoff From

ROSWELL, N.M., June 27 
(AP)—A four-engine Air Force 
refueling plane burst into flame 
seconds after taking off, then 
crashed and exploded last night, 
killing all 11 men aboard. None 
of the dead was listed as from 
the St. Louis area.

Mystery Classic 
A Hit on TV

NEW YORK, June 27. 
HE “Climax” version of Mary Roberts Rinehart’s 
48-year-old classic murder mystery, “The Circular 
Staircase,” opened with a shot of a ticking clock. 
The camera then panned over te the circular stair- 
case itself and fol- 
lowed a pair of male 
legs up the staircase, 
later revealing that 
the man who owned 
the legs had a gun in 
his hand; suddenly 
the camera caught a 
girl entering the 
gloomy mansion, 
while a man watched 
furtively from the 
balustrade, and fol- 
lowed her as she 
flew up the stairs 
and down a corridor. 
All this took about 
four minutes, during 
which not a line of 
dialogue was spoken, 
the camera men were 
having all the fun;

Removing Exterior Paint. 


HE average person can face 
T the chore of removing paint 

from a piece of furniture or 
some similar small object but 
the idea of removing all the 
paint from the outside of the 
house sort of gets them. Rather 


than go to all this effort he | 


often repaints right over the old 
paint in spite of the knowl- 
edge that the old coating is shot 
and should come off. The result 
is often pretty discouraging. In 
a short time the new paint is in 
as bad shape as the old. 

When you've got a serious 
paint problem such as blister- 
ing, peeling or deep cracking 
it's best to take the time to re- 


move the old paint and start off | 
There are several ways | 


fresh. 
to tackle this job. One is to 
use a paste type paint remover. 
This is an expensive way to do 


the job but it’s perfectly safe | 


and the job goes pretty fast. 
A much less expensive treat- 


ment is to use a blow torch to | 


soften up the old paint and then 
scrape it off with a broad 
scraper. A blow torch does an 
efficient job and the work can 
be pretty fast once you've got 
the hang of it. The torch flame 
should be adjusted so it’s wide 


and not too hot and the flame | 


should be held so it 
downward. 

Before you start to work, go 
over the siding and remove any 
loose matter and nail down any 
loose shingles or siding that 
might allow the flame to get up 
under and start trouble.

Periodic Alcoholics

an alcoholic bout whenever he gets depressed or when 
“things begin to bother 
him.” He has been to a 
doctor only a few times 
and stubbornly refuses to 
become a member of Alco- 
holics Anonymous. I will 
greatly appreciate any ad- 
vice you may offer. Mrs. 
H, E. 

The most important 
thing you can do is to con- 
vince him to put himself 
into the hands of a doctor 
ee — ee who is especially inter-

ecoholism. Such people as your husband usually can’t fight 
it out alone; they need all the trained help they can get. 


You mention that your husband seems to fall off the 
wagon when he gets depressed. I have been reading about 
an article written by Dr. Richard C. Proctor of Winston- 
Salem, N.C., of his experience in treating 40 patients with 
periodic alcoholism precipitated by depression. He used a 
new central nervous system stimulant called Meratran. 


He was especially interested in patients who said that 
their drinking bouts invariably followed periodic depres- 
sion. This group was made up of 25 men and 15 women 
whose ages varied from 25 to 60. Their course was ob- 
served for about 12 months. 

He was especially gratified by his results. Of the 25 
men, 18 have remained sober. Of the seven who did not 
remain sober, three had only one alcoholic episode during 
the 12 months, while four had two or more such episodes. 

Among the 15 women, ten remained sober during the 
year, one had only one alcoholic episode and four had two 
or more. 

He concluded that Meratran may be a useful tool in 
conjunction with other methods of treatment, particularly 
psychotherapy.

Souffle Is 
A Real Treat 


_, By Edith M. Barber 


VERY country where there 
Fis any dairy production has 

one or more special types of 
cheese. Often, the numbers run 
into the dozens. Both in Eng- 
land and in this country, the 
largest production is of ched- 
dar. 

Even in this category, we 
have great differences in flavor 
as one cheese may be mild and 
the other may be _ snappy. 
There is not so much differ- 
ence in the texture. Any may 
be used in a sauce, a sandwich 
or as a rabbit, although most 
of us like a definite flavor, at 
least for the latter. 


Next to meat, cheese is the 
most satisfying of any of the 
protein foods. Perhaps there 
should be an exception in the 
case of some types of fish. Al- 
most everyone feels a cheese 
souffle is a real treat. Contrary 
to the general opinion, a cheese 
souffle is not difficult to make. 
It does not take a long time to 
bake if a high temperature is 
used. 

Another very simple recipe {is 
a sort of cheese custard that 
in my family was always called 
Toasted Cheese. If it is baked 
in a pan of water, it will have 
a smoother texture. Because 
there is no thickening such as 
is used for a souffle, the cheese 
may separate slightly into curds 
and whey unless given the 
water treatment. . 


Delicate Cheese Souffle. 

One cup milk, one-fourth cup 
flour, two cups (one-half pound) 
grated cheese, one teaspoon 
salt, one-fourth teaspoon pap- 
rika, four egg yolks, unbeaten, 
four egg whites, stiffly beaten. 

Stir slowly half the milk into 
the flour, mixing unti] smooth. 
Add remaining milk, and stir 
over medium heat until mixture 
thickens. 
add cheese and seasonings, and 
stir until well blended. Beat in 
unbeaten egg yolks, one at a 
time. Fold in stiffly beaten egg 
whites. Bake in greased 1'- 
quart casserole in moderately 
hot oven (425 degrees F.) 25 
minutes. Serve at once. Yield: 
six servings. 

Toasted Cheese. 

One teaspoon salt, one-half 
teaspoon dry mustard, one-half 
teaspoon paprika, three-fourths 
pound cheese, two eggs, one 
cup milk. 

Mix seasoning in greased 
nine-inch pie pan or shallow 
casserole and grate cheese on 
top. Break eggs over cheese, 
add milk, and mix with fork. 
Set in pan of hot water, and 
bake in moderate oven (375 de- 
grees F.) until set, about 35 to 
40 minutes. Yield: six servings.
